The Ureen anti-screen law, 
passed by the last Ohio legis- 
lature, is held constitutional 
by the United States supreme 
court, -which on Tuesday af- 
firmed the decision of the fed- 
eral court for the Northern 
district of Ohio.

11 miles from the Rhine, and on their return dropped seven bombs 
upon the Muelhausen barracks. 


According to reports received here today, the bombs killed a 


dozen German soldiers and caused extensive damage to the barracks. 
All the French aviators returned safely to Belfort.

CUMMINS AND PROHIBITION 


A new angle is given to the presidential campaign of next year 


"by the injection of the temperance issue by one of the "prominently 
'..mentioned" Republican candidates, Senator A. B. Cunnniugs of 
Iowa, and erstwhile near-Progrchsivo bell-wether. 


If the Progressives are all safely back in the Hepublician fold, 


it is not unlikely that their sentiment will ultimately crystallize on 
the Iowa man as their choice for standard bearer in 191 G. It is also 
liot improbable that the Republicans of the standpat persuasion who 
are now flirting with Herrick and Hurton will, in the end concede to 
the Iowa man's selection. 


This is, of course, all speculative, but we advance it simply to 


show, first, that Senator Cummins is not the most unlikely of Republi- 
can prospects for 131ti and that Prohibition, as a national issue, is 
really here. Whether .it Avill be the leading issue next year we do 
not profess to say, but 
when a man of national reputation and a 


shrewd politician, as Senator Cummins is admitted to be, is not afraid 
to take an unequivocal stand as he has done, for the prohibition of 
the traffic in beverage intoxicants, it is not too much to sny that the 
liquor question is at last fairly launched on the uncertain seas of 
nation-wide polities. 


This is what Senator Cummins said: "The saloon is a national 


issue. The saloon must go. Sobriety must be the iiile of conduct 
lor the future." 


There are many who will say this is the Towa man's bid for the 


.Republican presidential nomination. They will try to discredit the 
force of his statement by saying he is merely trying to feel out pub- 
lic sentiment and that it was made solely for effect. 


The Tribune has no comment of this kind to offer. It may be 


true that, Senator Cummins was talking for effect, but no one knows 
that. All we know is what he said. Further than that Senator Cum- 
mins has been a consistent temperance advocate in Iowa in years 


- agone when it was not quite as popular to be on the "dry" side as 
it is today. 


That what ho has said will have Car reaching effect, no one can 


" doubt. He is the first old party presidential propseet, to our knowl- 


edge, who has ever mode as direct, unequivocal statement as that on 
the liquor question. This, coupled with his efforts to bring Fowa into 
the Prohibition column, which has only lecently been accomplished, 
ivill go" a'long Vay toward giving his utterances on the subject the 
weight of sincerity. 


There is much speculation now ns to Cummins' political untecc- 


- denta. Is he a Progressive, or a Republican? Nominally, he is the 


latter. 
In 1912 he refused No allow his name to go before the Re- 


publican convention in Chicago for the same reason Roosevelt re- 
fused, and for the same reason the Roosevelt contingent left the hall. 
Jn the campaign that fall he refused to support Taft, but he never 
declared himself a member of the Progressive party. Bis support, 
however was openly given to Roosevelt. 


Whether the old standpat element, which is now again firmly in 


control of the Republican organization, will let bygones pass, remains 
to be seen. The liquor interests will bitterh oppose the nomination 
of a man like Cummins who has had the courage to say that Prohibi- 
tion is a national issue. And these interests will find powerful sup- 
port in Republican leaders such as Mann, Poiroso, Smoot, Gallingcr 
and Root.

SUNK OFF DOVER 


Crew o! Twenty-two Men of Coal

London, Feb. 2'!.—The Norwegian 


steamer Hegin was sunk off Dover by 
either a submarine or a mine.

The tank ateamer Be£ 


ridge was torpedoed by a German sub 
marine off Folkstone last weeU. She 
•was not, however, very seriously dam- 
aged, for after being beached at Wal- 
mcr she later made her way to port. 
The Resin was of 1,107 net tonnage, 
2G, 
r> feet long and was built in 1P13. 
Disaster has overtaken two othei 


Norwegian steamships in the last few 
days. The N'ordyken went down in 
the Baltic last week, probablj as a 
result of striking a mine or betru; tor- 
pedoed, and the Cuba, a freighter, 
bound from London to Rotterdam, 
sank Feb. 21 in the North sea after 
a collision.

The battles of the present European war arc spoken of in the 


.newspapers as the greatest ever fought. In many respects they are. 
The battle lines are the, longest; the number of men and horses and 
engines of destruction'the greatest: the speed and scientific precision 
>vith. which large bodies of men are handled have never before been 
equalled. 
, 


But no battle has yet been fought which has passed the record 


of past wars in the number of killed and wounded. Away back in. 
the time of the Romans and the barbaric tribes with which they con. 
tended, ia the fierce hand-to-hand struggles of old, more men were 
slain, than in any engagement of the present war. "When, men fought 
face to face and grappled each other in a death struggle the casual- 
ties were greater than now, despite the fiendish improvements us 
moderns have made in tlie art of slaughter. 


History bears record of many bloody battles in. every great war 


ever waged. For instance when the Romans met the. Goths at 
'Naissus there was fought the most deadly battle. A hundred thou- 
sand Gotlis fell npoii the field, and half as many Komans perishect, 
a record that is likely to stand throughout earthly history.

At Eylau the Russians lost twenty-five 
thousand out of an array of beventy-five thousand, and the French 
thirty-five thousand nut of an army of 
eighty-five thousand.

poleon, at his fivst defeat, the battle of Aspern, lost one-ball' of his 
army of seventy thousand. 


But there are more of them in history. At Borodino, during Ihe 


Moscow campaign, the French left fifty thousand dead and wounded 
on the field. They had started the fight with a hundred and thirty- 
live thousand troops. The Russian.-., in the same engagement, had 
an army of the same size, and they lost forty-five thousand—ninety- 
iive thousand dead and wounded upon one field, in one day. 


Trenches were unknown in those great battles. The men met 


out in the open and foiurht it out. Tn this ntniggle, the trenches 
have pre\entcd as frightful losses as would otlierwi.se have occurred. 
.Tii fact, with the modern rapid fire gnn. neither army would survive 
for a day if protection were not sought. 


But the total losses in this war are going to outrival anjthinir 


thii old earth has e\er known. There must be twelve ur Fourteen 
/million men involved. The total length of the battle lines is certain- 
ly a thousand miles: perhaps move. The loss so far has run, in kill- 
ed and wounded, considerably over a million. The^e figures are so 
staggering in their proportions the human mind cannot grasp them 
And the end is not vet!
